At the same time, it is difficult to put a price on the value of infor- 
mation. provided by defectors from inside closed societies; such as the 
U.S.S.R. Persons who come out of such a society have unique insights 
into their Government available only through human sources* They 
invariably leave their country at great personal risk.
